8tory of Old Baldy, One of the 
Fam ous Horse* In History. 
The head of one of the most famous 
horses in history bungs mounted on a 
shield In the headquarters of George 
G. Meade post iu Philadelphia. It is 
that of Old Baldy, General Meade’s 
mount In the operations of the armies 
of the Potomac and Virginia. The 
horse was raised in the west and wus 
brought east by Colonel E. D. Baker 
of Oregon, who was killed at Bull’s 
Bluff on Oct. 21. I HOL General Meade 
bought him In Washington for SISO. 
The horse was wounded In the nose 
by a piece of shell at the battle of Bull 
Hun on July 21, 1861, but was not put 
out of service. Ile served at Dranes­ 
ville, Mechanicsville, Gaines Mills and 
Grovertou aud was wounded again at 
the second buttle of Bull Hu*, on Aug. 
80, 1862, when he was shot through a 
hind leg. 
Two weeks later he was ridden at the 
battle of South Mountain, ami on Sept. 
17 he was shot through the neck at tho 
battle of Autietam aud w as abandoned, 
apparently dying. lie waa afterward 
found by General Meade’s servant 
browsing on the battlefield. Ile had 
recovered sufficiently to serve General 
Meade Iii the October and November 
campaign to Falmouth In 1863 he was 
at Chancellors Ville during the Hi st 
three days of Muy aud at Gettysburg 
on July I, 2 and 3. He wa* shot through 
the ribs on July 2. 
He w’as in three other engagements 
that year, and in 1864 he was ic the 
Wilderness campaign ut Spotsylvania, 
North Anna Creek, Cold Harbor, Pe­ 
tersburg aud several other places where 
there was hard fighting. 
Al the end of the war £e wa* taken 


to General Meade s country place near 
Philadelphia, where he remained seven 
years. Ile was led iu tim great pa rads 
in Philadelphia on Dec. 16, 1879. In 
honor of General Grant’# return from 
hi# tour of tho world. He waa later 
given to John J. Davis of Jenklnto$rx. 
who cared for him until It becuna 
necessary to kill him because be be­ 
came too feeble to stand. This was rn 
Dee. Id, 1H8A Ho survived hts famous 
master about ten years.—Philadelphia 
Lodger.
